the Eight Hoar Law 


As The Journal baa bad mare call* 
than It could meet for the number of 
the paper containing the copy of the 
eight-hour lav, which Mr. Flanlgan 
voted against, for the alleged reason 
that it would limit the hours of labor 
for sheepherders, farm laborer*, etc., 
we against publish it that our readers 
may search for themselves the clause 
which our limited vision has been un- 
able to locate: 


AN ACT 


Regulating the hours of employment 


in underground mines and smelters 
and ore reduction works, and provid- 
ing penalties for violation thereof: 
The People of the State of Nevada, 


represented in Senate and Assembly, 
do enact as follows: 


Section 1. The period of employ- 


ment of workingmen in all under- 
ground mines or workings shall 
be 
eight (S) hours per day, except 
in 
cases of emergency where life or prop- 
erty is in imminent danger. 


Section 2. The period of employ- 


ment of workingmen in smelters and 
all other institution for the reduction 
or refining of ores or metals shall be 
eight (8) hours per day, except In 
cases of emergency where life of prop- 
erty is in imminent danger. 


Section 3. Any person who violates 


either of the preceding sections of this 
Act, 
or any person, corporation, em- 


ployer, or his or its agent, who hires, 
contracts with, or causes any person 
to work in an underground mine or 
other underground workings, or In a 
smelter or any other Institution or 
place for the reduction or the reflninfl 
of ores or metals for a period of time 
longer than eight (8) hours during 
one day, unless life and property shall 
be In imminent danger, shall he guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
thereof, shall be punished by a fine of 
not less than fifty (50) dollars, nor 
more than five hundred (600) dollars, 
or Imprisonment in the county jail for 
not more than six months, or by both 
such fine ana imprisonment. 


Section 4. This Act ts to take ef- 


fect sixty days from and after its 
passage. 


We fail to find in the above any- 


thing which In our opinion would jus- 
tify the idea that any of its provisions 
affected any class of labor except those 
especially mentioned. If it wouM af- 
fect sheepherders, farm laborers or 
men working on stock ranches, any 
more than It would Ministers of the 
Gospel, doctors or lawyers, our powers 
of legal discernment are certainly too 
limited to enable us to detect it.
